Frankfort, March 1 — Contracts 
totaling $94,000,000 for Ken- 
tucky highway work "appear 
possible" In 1958, a Department 
of Highways spokesman says. 

The forecast was made by 
A. O. NeLser, an assistant state 
highway engineer, at a recent 
meeting of the Kentucky Asso 
ciation of Highway Contractors 
at Louisville. 

Tho spending estimate covers 
highway construction and main- 
tenance the department expects 
to have performed under con- 
tracts awarded this year. It 
does not include engineering 
and right of way costs. 

The total would more than 
double the amount of such con- 
tracts let In 1957, which slightly 
exceeded $40,000,000. The av- 
erage for the last seven years 
was just above $35,000,000 
Ieiser, an assistant to Chief 
Highway Engineer D. H. Bray, 
explained the estimate was bas- 
ed on "a conservative analysis 
of field survey work, office and 
bridge design work" and “with 
an optimistic view of right of 
way acquisition.’’ 

Neiser declared “we are now 
over the hump as far as engin- 
eering plans are concerned.

Certain income tax benefits i 
exist for Kentucky timber own I 
ers, says James Newman, UK J 
Agricultural Extension .Service 
forester, which may cut the 
amount of tax paid. 

For ins'ance; Owners may 
deduct a timber depletion al- 
lowance which is the owner's 
investment in timber harvested 
Second, timber sales may be 
treated as capital gain rather 
than as ordinary income; this 
gives a good savings in amount 
of tax paid. 

Timber must have been own- 
ed for at least six months, and 
in some cases for six months 
prior to the tax year, to get the 
capital-gain treatment. A tim- 
ber depletion allowance and 
fees paid, etc., are always de- 
ductible from gross sales, New- 
man said. 

Fees paid to consulting fores- 
ters for cruises, timber-marking 
or scaling in connection with 
timber sales are deductible, as 
well as certain other costs of 
forest operation and ownership.
